Calf diphtheria is due to a specific 
Infection, and is always a serious mat­ 
ter. The trouble may appear with 
calves from three to five days old. 
Such calves refuse to drink milk or 
suck. They show more or less dis­ 
charge of saliva from the mouth and 
inflamed patches inside the mouth. 
These patches gradually develop into 
ulcers covered with a dead, granular, 
or cheesy mass, which does not peel 
easily from the raw surface under­ 
neath. 
There is considerable rise of 
tem perature and an offensive odor 
from the mouth. 
The trouble may 
easily extend to neighboring parts, 
to the lining membrane of the nose, 
and then there appears a yellowish 
discharge. 
In some cases the lining 
m embrane of the digestive tract is 
similarly affected and then there is 
tendency to diarrhea. Little pigs show 
similar symptoms.

O n T h e B u s in e s s o f B a n k in g 
The farmers of this nation to come into their own 
must study business. 
We must, as a class,' understand 
the fundamental principles that underlie every industry,' 
its functions to society and its relation to agriculture, for 
there can be no intelligent co-operation without under­ 
standing. 
Mr. F. A. Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Bank of New York, when asked “What is a Bank?” 
said in part: 
“The first and most familiar function of a bank la 
that of gathering up the idle money of a community, 
small sums and large, and thus forming a pool or reser­ 
voir upon which responsible persons may draw as they 
have temporary use for money. 
It is evident th at this 
makes large sums in the aggregate available for the em­ 
ployment of labor and the development of the community. 
But much more 
is accomplished than the use of the money actually deposited in the banks, 
for by the use of drafts, checks and bank notes the efficiency of money is 
multiplied several times over. A very large business, for example one of the 
great beef packers, may use very little actual money; on one side of its bank 
account will be entered the checks and drafts it is daily receiving from every- j 
where in payment for meats, w'hile on the other side will be entered the j 
checks it draws in payment for cattle, etc., its only use of money being for 
small payments, to labor and otherwise. 
“If there were but one bank in a community and everybody paid all 
bills by drawing checks on that bank, and everyone receiving a check Imme­ 
diately deposited it in the bank, the amount of money in the bank evidently 
would not change at all and the entire business of the community would be 
settled on the books of the bank. 
And the situation is but slightly changed 
when there are several banks, for they daily exchange among themselves all 
the checks they receive on each other, which practically offset themselves, 
although the small balances are paid in cash. This is called ‘clearing,’ and 
in every large city there is a ‘Clearing House’ where representatives of the 
banks meet daily to settle their accounts with each other. 
“A bank is constantly receiving from its customers, particularly those that 
are shipping products to other localities, drafts and checks drawn on banks 
in other cities, which it usually sends for deposit to a few correspondent 
banks in the central cities with which It maintains permanent accounts. 
In. 
this way these scattered credits are consolidated and the bank draws upon 
these accounts in supplying customers with the means of making payments 
away from home. 
As each local community sells and buys about the sam<* 
amount abroad in the course of a year, these payments largely offset each 
other. 
It is evident that the banks are very intimately related to the trade 
and industry of a country. The banker is a dealer in credit much more than 
a dealer in money, and of course his own credit must be above question. He 
exchanges his credit for the credits acquired by his costumers, and lends* 
credit for their accommodation, but he must conduct the business with such 
judgment that he can always meet his own obligations with cash on demand. 
This is the essential thing about bank credit, that it shall always be tho 
same as cash. ’

St. Louis county has accommodations 


for thirty-two prisoners, though fre­ 
quently it houses sixty; the sheriff Is 
allowed but fifty cents a day for food 
or each prisoner, though on this sum 
ne can give each inmate only two 
meals a day. 
These figures are contained in an 
Interview given by Sheri I Bode, of St. 
Louis county, in reply to a committee 
report that the jail was insanitary: 
infested with vermin, and that the 
food is insufficient.

Kaiser’s Authority Gives Poland 


Sixth Place Among the 


Powers of Europe. 


London, 
Sept. 
2.— The 
German 
sweep through Russian Poland which 
at first centered attention 
on 
the 
brilliancy of the military movement, 
is now being viewed for the tremen­ 
dous effects it has 
brought 
about, 
territorial, economic and political, in 
that locality. 
Polish 
quarters 
here 
have 
summed 
up 
some 
of 
these 
changes, drawing their data largely 
from the writings of IL Dmowski, for 
many years the Warsaw member of 
the Russian Duma and the spokesman 
there for the Polish element. 
While 
a member of the Duma, Mr. Dmowski 
has been a severe critic of the Rus­ 
sian regime, so that his views of con­ 
ditions has the apparent merit of be­ 
ing independent while at the same 
time it conies from one intimately fa­ 
miliar with the country 
which 
the 
Germans have now overrun. 
Some of 
the more striking changes resulting 
from 
the 
German 
occupation 
are 
these: 
The three branches of Poland now 
united under German authority—Ger­ 
man 
Poland, 
Austrian 
Poland and 
Russian Poland—have 
a 
population 
that gives Poland sixth place, in point 
of rank, among the powers of Europe. 
It comes next to Italy, and exceeds in 
numbers all the Balkan states put to­ 
gether—Bulgaria, Serbia, Greece and 
Rumania; exceeds also all the Scan­ 
dinavian and Dutch countries united 
—Norway, 
Sweden, 
Denmark 
and 
Holland, and exceeds two of the next 
larger countries, Spain and Portugal, 
together. 
This does not refer to the 
area of recent 
military 
operations, 
but to the whole range of so-called 
Poland as it has been divided up to 
this time among 
Russia, 
Germany 
and Austria. 
Some of the British, observers com­ 
pare the area of German occupation 
with that of the allies in South Afri­ 
ca and the Pacific Islands. 
But the 
latter are tropical 
wastes 
recently 
taken over for colonization, whereas 
Mr. Dmowski shows that Poland is 
one of the most densely inhabited sec­ 
tions of Europe, averaging thirty-five 
persons to the square 
kilometer, 
or 
more than the thickly populated dis­ 
tricts of France. 
It is also one of 
the richest sections of Russia, with 
extensive 
banking, 
industrial 
and 
commercial organizations, coal mines 
and agrculture, largely in the hands 
of the Polish inhabitants. 
Even the 
policy of Russianizing the Polish dis­ 
tricts, which has been carried on for 
some years, has not changed the char­ 
acter of the native people, which re­ 
mains strongly Polish. 
The three parts of this extensive 
Polish region now' brought together 
are: 
Prussian Poland, including the 
four provisions of Posen, West Prus­ 
sia, East Prussia and Upper Silesia, 
with a population of 
7,500,000, 
of 
which 
3,500 
are 
Poles; 
Austrian 
Poland, comprising Galicia and Lower 
Silesia, with 8,400 population, of which 
about half are Poles; Russian Poland, 
including the province of Poland, with 
11,509,000 population, 
chiefly 
Poles, 
and w’hat are known as the annexed 
provinces of Kovno, 
Vilna, 
Grodno, 
Minsk, Mohiley and Vitebsk, having a 
conglomerate population of little and 
white Russians, 
Poles, 
Lithuanians 
and Ruthenians. 
These are the three 
great Polish branches which are now 
wholly or largely under German con- 
trol. 
The regime which (he Germans will 
set up in Russian Poland 
is 
being 
awaited with the keenest interest by 
.the Polish element, as it will deter­ 
mine whether the policy will be to 
reconcile the Poles 
and 
bring 
the 
three branches together again, or to 
use this rich region for German colo­ 
nization, gradually Germanizing it and 
extinguishing 
the 
separate 
Polish 
spirit. This latter has been the policy 
of Russia, and the difficulties it has 
had after years of effort indicates the 
difficulties ahead for the German re­ 
gime, whichever course it adopts. 
Mr Dmowski sums up Poland’s po­ 
sition under Russia as that of a mili­ 
tary occupation, with all the admin­ 
istration at Warsaw 
and 
elsewhere 
carried on by Russian officials, the 
schools and universities, conducted by 
Russian teachers and 
teaching 
the 
Russian language, the police entirely 
Russian, and the whole direction of 
affairs in Russian hands. 
And yet, 
he adds, after forty years of Russian 
effort, Poland still remains distinctly 
Polish, with its great business insti­ 
tutions, commerce 
and 
agriculture 
carried on by the Poles. 
“It is exactly for this reason,” he 
says, “Ihat Poland is in one of the 
.strangest positions that can be im­ 
agined; the state which possesses it

does not know what to do w’ith it; it 
\ 
has not found the means of transform­ 


ing it into a Russian country, and it 


does not wish to permit it to become 


a Polish country.” 


This is the problem which the new' 
German regime will have 
to 
deal 
with, auld which the Russians have 
not been able to solve . As showing 
how' Poland has succeeded in resist­ 
ing Russianization, Mr. Dmowski cites 
the curious fact that while Russian j 
officials 
controlled 
the election ma­ 
chinery, Polish votes sent solid Polish 
delegations 
to 
the Duma. 
At one 
time, in the second Duma, they had 
forty-six votes, and held almost a bal­ 
ance o£ power in passing the budget. 
In order to put a stop to such Polish 
authority, the number 
of 
delegates; 
from Poland was out to twelve, a por­ 
tion of them being elected to repre­ 
sent the whole people and a portion 
representing 
the 
Russians. 
For ex­ 


ample the government of Vilna elects 
five delegates for the w'hole popula­ 
tion and tw'o for the Russian popula- 
ton, so that in the Duma there are two 
sets of Polish delegates, 
one 
repre­ 
senting the whole people of Poland, 
with Mr. Dmowski for some years at 
the head of this* delegation, and an­ 
other set elected 
from 
the 
same 
places to represent the Russians. 
These are the peculiar internal con­ 
ditions which are now coming under 
German authority, at least during the 
military occupation, during which it 
is expected that a German civil re­ 
gime will be set up in place of the 
Russian administration. 
And in view 
of Russia’s experience, 
interest 
is 
centering on whether Germany will 
follow' a similar course of Germaniz­ 
ing the Polish territory, or will seek 
to reconcile the Poles 
by 
bringing 
their three branches together under 
some 
form 
of autonomous govern­ 
ment.

in 
seven 
years, but citizenship may be perfect­ 
ed in two years after the first papers 
are taken out. 
Examiner Bevington said that the 
m atter of perfecting ctizenship papers 
is iimportant. 
“In case of war between the United 
States and a foreign power,” he said, 
“the subjects of that country living 
in the United States can not be nat­ 
uralized during the war. 
An Ameri­ 
can woman who m arries an alien be­ 
comes an alien, and her citizenship 
in the United States depends on her 
husband becoming naturalized.” 
This, winter lessons in citizenship 
will be given in all night schools in 
St. Louis, and examiners 
from 
the 
federal departm ent of naturalization 
will instruct those desiring to become 
Americans.
